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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims in their present amended forms have overcome the prior art of record because 
none of them teaches, discloses or suggests a granular detergent composition comprising a 
surfactant, a water-insoluble inorganic compound and a water-soluble salt having properties as 
those specifically and narrowly recited. Neither one of Saito, Nakamura or Jolicoeur separately, 
the closest prior art, fails to teach detergent compositions having properties as those specifically 
recited in the present amended claims. As shown in Table 1, on page 49 of the specification, 
screening alone and/or with some rolling as in Saito, Nakamura or Jolicoeur, would not meet the 
requirements, at least, for the degree of spherocity as those recited in the present claims. 
Accordingly, the subject mater, as a whole, would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the detergent art.
